What does it mean that the two most complex and 
affecting male homosexual characters in American arts 
and letters this year — ^an imagiaary American writer 

named Sammy in Michael Chaboris new novel, The Amazing Adventures of Kavalier Clay, and the 
real-life Cuban writer Reinaldo Arenas in Julian Schnabefs December movie, Before Night Falls — 
were both realized by heterosexuals? 



The question is not as academic as it appears: The development 
may even indicate a cultural shift of sorts. Overwhelmingly, the 
most indelible gay and lesbian portraits have come from artists — 
Socrates to Stein — who were themselves same-sexers. With a few 
famous exceptions, when unequivocally straight artists got gay, 
the results felt somehow strained. For homosexual creators, the 
situation was different: To take a single example, the greatest 
straight woman character in American literature, Blanche 
DuBois, was created by a gay man — ^Tennessee Williams. 

The standard explanation for this difference is that writers like 
Williams and Proust poured their energies into straight women 
because they lived in eras when hatching full-fledged, fully "ouf 
gay characters would have been too dangerous. Just as Virginia 
Woolf in A Room of One's Own bemoaned the women artists 
who, owing to societal constructions, were forced to stifle their 
creativity, so might we regret the fact that gay men have often 
been forced to tailor their visions — sometimes useflilly, some- 
times not — to fit prevailing cultural pattems. F.W Mumau, the 
German movie director at the heart of the new film Shadow of 
the Vampire, which Lisa Kennedy writes eloquently about in this 
issue, inhabits this category. 

For Schnabel and Chabon, an interest in gayness has been 
constant. Perhaps this is because each man inhabits a sophisti- 
cated world where sexual demarcations seem profoundly beside 



the px)int. Whatever the reason, each man keeps coming back to 
our well: Schnabefs last movie, Basquiat, concerned a New York 
painter rumored to be bisexual, and Chaboris debut novel. The 
Mysteries of Pittsburg, had a homosexual narrator who was so 
convincing some people mistakenly assumed the author was gay. 

Another story with a Pittsburgh setting. Queer as Folk, is the 
subject of this month's fashion-centered cover story, shot by 
Chris Chapman. As many of Out's readers are aware, this TV 
series was transplanted from Manchester, England, to western 
Pennsylvania for its Showtime incarnation. You may also have 
heard about the concern in some quarters that the American 
version would remove much of the English prograrris explicit 
sex. The Showtime series' producers insist that this is not the 
case — which, if true, is made possible by the fact that we live in 
a culture where freedom of expression, whatever the undeni- 
able threats to it, is enshrined in law. 

Unfortunately, neither Chaboris Sammy, whose first gay 
affair takes place in the early 1940s, nor Schnabel's Reinaldo, 
whose homosexuality and artistry ran afoul of Castro's regime 
in the 1960s and '70s, lived in our relatively unfettered 
American age. If they had, perhaps their homosexuality might 
have proved less attractive, less dramatically tantalizing, to 
their gifted straight male creators.

It also rocks for Innes, whose character has had a 
whopping two sexual partners (both male) during her 
six-year residence on the NBC drama. "If s very 
important that someone with a disability [Innes's 
character walks with a brace], who's already marginal- 
ized by the culture, is not seen as asexual," says 
Innes, who has been married to actor David Brisbin 
for 12 years and has a lo-year-old son, Cal.

Such is the fate of Bianca Montgomery, played by 
Eden Riegel, who lives in the fictional town of Pine 
Valley on the ABC soap opera All My Children. Her 
mother (played by Emmy winner Susan Lucd) is, as 
Riegel puts it, "a celebrity and a legendary man- 
killer." She's also been known to be kind of a bitch. 

"As much as Erica Kane probably accepts homo- 
sexuality in a general sense, it certainly will be differ- 
ent if it involves her own daughter," notes Riegel.

When she joined the cast, Riegel knew her i6- 
year-old character wouldrit follow a conventional 
path.

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MAN BEHIND THE LENSES: THE 
GERMAN FILMMAKER F.W. MURNAU 
IN BERLIN, 1927 • 




F.W. Murnau — ^the vampire-loving film director whose Hollywood life involved Garbo, 
Asian houseboys, and scandalous intrigue — hits the big screen in an unsettling new movie. 



IT IS NOT A PARTICULARLY telling photo- 
graph — a 1931 Paramount publicity still of silent 
film director F.W. Mumau. (He appears to much 
better advantage in the picture above.) It is as 
static and mum as Mumau's camera was fluid 
and expressive in such masterworks as Sunrise 
(winner of the motion picture academy's first and 
only Distinction Award for the most unique, 
artistic, worthy, and original production without 
reference to the cost or magnitude), Tabu, and 
the hauntingly exquisite Nosferatu, A Symphony 
of Horror. The picture reveals even less about 
how this transplanted German — he was invited 
to America by Fox studio head WiUiam Fox in 
1926 — wound up a sordid entry in Kenneth 
Anger's Hollywood Babylon. 



Still, it is a good face, a handsome face, Mumau's. 
(Greta Garbo commissioned a death mask of her 
friend, and it is said to have been by her bedside 
until her own death.) His eyes are a bit drowsy — or 
is that boredom.' His sculpted nose makes a pleasant 
point above the thin line of an upper lip and a prom- 
ising, fleshy lower lip. His cheek rests on his right 
hand, an elegant band on his pinkie.

This month, in E. Elias Merhige's Shadow of the. 
Vampire, John Malkovich attempts just that. A 
Strangely amusing, visually captivating film about the 
making of the first vampire film, Shadow is no 
biopic — experimental or otherwise. Instead, the 
movie (written by Steven Katz) turns on a rather 
Faustian premise: In 1921 Mumau, in an obsessive 
quest to break fi-ee of the artifice of German expres- 
sionist film, not only took the unusual step of shoot- 
ing on location, he commissioned a real vampire to 
play the lead in Nosferatu. Merhige's film is a wild 
confabulation of the true and the fantastic: The char- 
acters did exist; the diabolical contract, well... 

Mumau introduces this soulless fellow to cast and 
crew as an obscure Method actor named Max Schreck. 
At the end of the shoot, Schreck will be rewarded with 
the life of leading lady Greta Schroeden In a hilarious- 



ly bestial turn, Willem Dafoe inhabits Schreck with a 
kind of id-suffiased loneliness. He snorts the air for 
prey; he breaks his agreement by snacking on 
Mumau's dnematographer; he wants what he wants, 
now. Basically, he demands that his director treat him 
like the irreplaceable property he is — like a star. 

Because little is known about Mumau — the only 
biography in English has been out of print for nearly 
20 years — ^and because he was one of the pioneer 
filmmakers alongside D.W. Griffith, Sergei Eisenstein, 
and fellow German emigre Fritz Lang, the curtain was 
begging to be pulled back on the man. To give him, 
say, the James Whale treatment But if Gods and 
Monsters used a director's work to tell the story of a 
fugitive, a monstrous desire, Shadow is a parable not 
of Mumau's homosexuality but of cinema's own vam- 
piric tendencies.

"It was important to me," says director Merhige, 
"not to reduce Mumau just to his sexuality. Some- 
times a film that deals with a gay protagonist gets 
stuck in that realm of his sexuality. I didn't want to go 
in that direction; I wanted to hint at the fact Really, 
the fever that my Mumau has is his obsession with 
creativity, with making the ultimate work of art, art 
that transcends artifice, that becomes dangerous." 

Mumau's sexuality, then, appears in fleeting 
glances. This is not the Friedrich Wilhelm Mumau 
(ne Plumpe) who broke away from a provincial fami- 
ly and hightailed it to Berlin and Max Reinhardf s 
theater. TTiis is not the Mumau whose great love, 
poet Hans Ehrenbaimi-Degele, died on the front in 
World War I. This is not the Mumau who had to 
stop filming Nosferatu for three weeks when his 
Malaysian houseboy, Sandri, went berserk and killed 
the chambermaid. This is not the Mumau who was 
involved with painter Walter Spiess. Nor is it the 
Mumau who managed, as novelist Jim Shepard 
says, "to covertly signal his openness" in the 
Germany of Paragraph 175. 

Two years ago, Shepard's book Nosferatu, a fact- 
based, fictionalized account of the making of the

film and the director's life, was published. In a 
strange but fitting twist — after all, Mumau had a 
profound fondness for the dance of the real and the 
imagined — the book has become the only English- 
language source for information on Mumau cur- 
rently available. Imagining the filmmaker's on-loca- 
tion journals, Shepard renders a convincing and ten- 
der portrait of Mumau's cinematic ambitions, his 
romantic longings, and his deep melancholy. 

On March 11, 1931, F.W. Mumau died in a car 
crash on the Pacific Coast Highway He was tossed 
from his Packard, which was being driven by his 14- 
year-old Filipino valet, Garcia Stevenson. Rumors had 
Mumau going dovra on the inexperienced driver, 
though this seems unlikely. Death almost always has 
lousy timing, and film historians have pointed out 
that at the time of the accident, Mumau had just 
signed a contract with Paramount. 

What would Mumau have made of his very differ- 
ent doppelgangers — MaUcovicKs strident director and 
Shepard's melancholic visionary? One gets the sense 
he might have been appreciative. "I like the reality of 
things," he once said, "but not without fantasy." He 
added, "Is that not so with life.'" Lisa Kennedy

of thinking. If s a pleasure to play someone 
who isn't. And that" s why I have no patience 
with my sister in the film (played expertly by 
Janet McTeer of Tumbleweeds) — I would not 
indulge her mind-set."

To film the life of a writer — as Julian Schnabel has done superbly in this adaptation 
of the gay Cuban author Reinaldo Arenas's memoir Before Night Falls — can produce 
notoriously undramatic results. With Arenas, however, who was born in 1943 in rural 
Cuba and died in New York in 1990, the problem is the surfeit of incident. After the 
publication of his first novel, Arenas's works were banned in his homeland. In the 
'70s he languished for two years in prison, and in 1980 he left Cuba in the Mariel 
boatlift. Schnabel's heartbreaking movie boasts an Oscar-caliber performance by 
Javier Bardem as Arenas and a pair of extraordinary cameos by Johnny Depp. Before 
Night Falls is the serious gay movie of the year. Elizabeth Richardson

Wlliem Dafoe has generated solid Oscar buzz for 
his portrayal of freaky Max Schreck in E. Elias 
Merhige's intriguing — if far-fetched — supposition 
about the filming of director F.W. Murnau's silent 
classic Hosferatu. Steven Katz's way-out-there 
(and oddly shallow) script asserts that Schreck, 
who played Murnau's vampire, may have actually 
been one of the undead, stalking Murnau's cast 
and crew. As Murnau, lohn Malkovich is too self- 
conscious to be effective, and the conclusion 
doesn't pack nearly the punch it should. However, 
Catherine McCormack is an over-the-top delight 
as the neurotic object of Schreck's affection, and 
Dafoe, in a performance that's both skin-crawling 
and sympathetic, more than lives up to the prere- 
lease hype.

IN MY LIFE: THE BRIAN EPSTEIN STORY 

DEBBIE GELLER 

THOMAS DUNNE/ST. MARTIN'S. $24.95 

This oral-history biography of Brian Epstein, the gay Liverpudlian 
who discovered the Beatles and handled them until his death in 
1967, promises to make rock managers as interesting as rock stars. 
Geller has assembled piles of testimonies from people who knew 
Epstein, from Paul McCartney to the houseman, but the picture that 
emerges is nebulous at best. Epstein's unresolvable insider-outsider 
feeling, theatrical temper, and erotically charged control of the 
Beatles' image make for interesting reading. But flashes of Insight 
into his personality are buried in a wordy rubble of inconsequential 
conversations and ho-hum anecdotes. The book would benefit 
from a tighter authorial voice — or a closer edit — instead of the 
ramshackle musings of people who, with too few exceptions, are 
diversely ill equipped to tell a compelling story.

DOLORES DEL RIO was the most glamorous woman I ever 
met. I'd seen all her movies, including her first, Joanne. She 
just had a bit part in that one. But even in that tiny role, you 
could see she was so mysterious, so graceful. You just knew 
she was bound for stardom. She was just our age, maybe a year 
or two older. But I looked up to her as though she was a more 
mature, experienced woman. There was something fine about 
her, something left over fi-om her education in a fancy French 
private school. You could tell she was raised in a house where 
they ate roast beef on porcelain and had pictures of great- 
grandmothers in ruffled collars in the vestibule. 

Her father was a banker, she herself told me. He was the 
director of the Bank of Durango. During the Revolution, he 
hightailed it out of Mexico and settled in the States. Of course, 
we had been Zapatistas, but by the time I met Lola — thaf s 
what we called her — none of that mattered. We could laugh 
about it. We could be friends, and we were friends. I adored 
her. Her real name was Dolores Asunsolo y Lopez Negrete. Del 
Rio was her husband's name. She had married very young, at 
fifteen. Her husband was Jaime del Rio, her first husband, I 
mean. These aren't things I read in some movie magazine. 
These are things she told me herself 

Imagine this scene: We're in a trajinera in Xochimilco. 
Diego and Frida and a bunch of friends had decided to have a 
picnic in the floating gardens. I think Lola Alvarez Bravo was 
with us — ^the famous photographer who took so many beauti- 
ful pictures of Frida — her husband, Manuel, and Lucienne. 



Lefs see, who else? Jean van Heijenoort, the French mathe- 
matician who became Trotsky's secretary. All kinds of famous 
people. Nicolasa Larrubia de la Barca, the dancer And there I 
was, right in the middle of everything. 

We were in one of those big canoes they have at Xochimilco, 
you know, the trajineras. An adorable young oarsman with 
brown skin and luscious green eyes like mint candies, probably 
the descendant of some homy conquistador and an Indian 
princess, this boy.. .this young man was punting smoothly, so 
smoothly over the poplar-lined canal. The arches of the boat 
were decorated with every land of flower — orchids, chrysanthe- 
mums, hibiscuses, carnations. The perfume made you heady, 
mixed with the tangy aromas of chile and moist earth. I was 
giddy from happiness, drunk with the moment, the fragrance, 
the luxurious vegetation, the delicious, lukewarm breeze, and 
Lola. She was intoxicating. Her smile made you feel inebriated. 
A couple of guitarists dressed like charros — Mexican cowboys — 
sat in the back and played "La Paloma," "La Ciudad de Jauja," 
"Cielito Undo," things like that. It had rained earlier in the day, 
and drops of water still shimmered on petals and leaves. Along 
the canal, the vegetation was so dense you could hardly see 
beyond the alamos, but you knew the forest was alive. You 
could feel it. .you could hear the concert of invisible birds, 
crickets, frogs. 

We had packed a spectacular lunch in huge metal contain- 
ers, chile, mole poblano, enchiladas rojas, enchiladas verdes, 
tamales, refried beans, and rice with saffron. There were stacks

of tortillas, tomatoes, tart black olives, 
guacamole, and bottles of wine, tequila, 
rum, whiskey. I had made sangria: 
sweet, potent sangria fiill of fruit that 
retained the alcohol. The alcohol con- 
centrates in the fruit. You can get drunk 
just by eating the fruit. I was sitting 
next to Lola — Dolores del Rio — right 
next to her, my head resting on her 
shoulder while she talked about 



her as Spanish, which was more glam- 
orous than Mexican, and put her in 
films where her accent wouldn't be a 
problem. She had just made flying 
Down to Rio, with Fred Astaire and 
Ginger Rogers. Who knows what will 
happen? No, I'm lying. I didn't know 
what would happen, but I should have. 
I should have seen it coming. 
We were all fascinated with Lola.

Hollywood. It was so strange to hear 
her speak. Practically all the pictures I 
had seen her in were silent, All the Tbivn 
Is Talking, with Edward Everett Horton, 
Upstream, with Walter Pidgeon, and 
What Price Glory?, in which she played 
a French peasant girl named 
Charmaine. There were so many. 

"In Hollywood they don't think I look 
Mexican, they just think I look foreign," 
she said. Thaf s exactly what she said. 
Well, something like that. She wore 
deep purple lipstick, and her lips 
seemed to be kissing the air as she 
spoke. They were so sensuous you 
almost wanted to reach out and touch 
the comer of her mouth. "So, up to 
now, I've been getting away with play- 
ing litde French girls. But now, with the 
talkies, who knows what will happen?" 

Who knows what will happen? We all 
knew what would happen. It was 
already happening. She would make the 
transition beautifiilly. They would bill 



The first Mexican actress to become a 
real Hollywood sensation. There were a 
few others who almost made it. Ramon 
Novarro and Antonio Moreno before 
him. But the one to really dazzle the 
Gringos, the one to become a legend was 
Lola. She was lucky, though. Just like 
Frida, she hooked up with a man 
who.. .I'm not saying they didrit have tal- 
ent. They had phenomenal talent, but to 
have a powerfiil man behind you, it 
helps. You carft deny it I was never 
smart that way. Lola's father took off for 
the States and left Lola and her mama in 
Mexico. Lola learned French and also fla- 
menco dancing, which was very popular 
with the daughters of the wealthy. Of 
course, her mother was anxious to many 
her off. A pretty girl in a household is 
like a honey pot at a picnic. It attracts 
pests. So, at fifteen, she married Jaime 
Martinez del Rio, and that's how she ■ 
became Dolores del Rio. He was almost 
twenty years older than she was, a lawyer, 
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a landholder, a great catch! They went to Europe on their honey- 
moon. They visited London, Paris. They basked on the seashore 
in Cannes. They were gone for two years in all. Jaime was well 
connected. Once they were back in Mexico his friend, the painter 
Adolfo Best Maugard, introduced him to some American movie 
people, including the director Edwin Carewe, and it was smooth 
sailing from then on. Carewe got Lola her first role, the couple 
moved to Hollywood, and you know the rest. 

I was sitting in the boat with my eyes dosed, listening to her 
talk, her voice like a marimba. She was in ecstasy. She had 
divorced Del Rio years before and had just married the art 
director Cedric Gibbons a couple of months ago. They were on 
a sort of belated honeymoon in Mexico. Ifs tough being a 
movie star. You're always so busy, you have no time to do what 
ordinary people do, take honeymoons, go drinking, whatever. 
We had just finished eating, and the maid, who we treated as 
one of the group but who still had to dean up, was gathering 
dishes. We had brought Frida's favorite earthenware with us, 
heavy, rustic earthenware with Indian designs. The cups were 
dinking against the saucers. Another maid was serving rich, 
delicious coffee. The aroma mingled with the scents of hibis- 
cus and wild orchids. The birds warbled on, the crickets were 
out in fiill force, everything was alive. It was divine. Frida's pet 
monkey Fulang-Chang chattered incessantly in his cage. She 
had locked him up so that he wouldn't latch on to a branch and 



swing his way to freedom. It was heavenly. The trajinera glided 
along, swishing against petals and fragments of plant. The 
bright pinks, purples, and greens of daylight were deepening 
into the muted shades of evening. And there I was, right in the 
middle of it, my head on Dolores del Rio's shoulder! I can hear 
her. She's talking about Gene Raymond, her costar in Flying 
Doum to Rio. "The film just opened at Radio City Music 
Hall... you must all go to see it, darlings." 

Frida doesn't know where to rest her eyes. She is flirting 
imabashedly with Lola, showing her pretty teeth, biting sugges- 
tively into a banana, taking discreet little swigs from a flask she 
carries with her everywhere. She drinks cognac. Constantly. 
Frida drinks constantiy now. At the same time, she is fascinat- 
ed with the punter's crotch, and every so often calls his name 
so that he will have to adjust his position and she can watch 
the shifting of the bulge between his legs. Now she has fin- 
ished her banana and takes out a thin little cigar, very fine and 
stylish. She lights it and sucks on it while looking Lola straight 
in the eye. 

Diego wriggles off his seat next to Jean van Heijenoort and 
carefiilly, carefially makes his way to the bench across from 
Lola and me. He doesn't stand. If he did, the canoe would rock 
and pitch like a reef in a storm, and Diego would go crashing 
overboard, causing such a seaquake that the fish would come 
flying up in waves like birds.

across the space from one bench to the other, then sets down 
first one enormous cheek, then his whole ass. Finally, he shifts 
his feet so that he's facing me... no... facing Lola.

Her 
husband isift with us. He stayed back at her mother's house. 
Montezuma's revenge, maybe. 

Diego leers at Lola. I catch the eye of the gondolier I simper 
suggestively, and the young man winks and smiles, then looks 
away. He is nineteen or twenty. His work has made him muscu- 
lar and taut His thigh contracts as he pushes the oar. Diego jerks 
his head toward me suddenly — he moves in little froglike twitch- 
es — and discovers the game I'm playing with the boy. It's noth- 
ing, really. A sly grin. A provocative pout. Suddenly, Diego's face 
becomes mean. His mouth twists into a kind of sneer as he pulls 
his foot back sharply then shoots his boot into my ankle. The 
pain is so intense I have to damp my teeth together to keep from 
shrieking. Like a bolt of electricity, the pain sxirges up my leg to 
my hip, to my side. My eyes fill with tears. 

Lola seems oblivious. Jean is telling her about how Trotsky 
has been misunderstood by the Stalinists and how wonderfiil it 
would be if he could find refioge in Mexico. Trotsky has always 
wanted to come to Mexico and finish the biography of Lenin he 
began years ago. Now it looks as if it might happen. Thaf s why 
Jean is here, to make the arrangements. He tilts his blond head 
toward Lola. He is so intense, so passionate, when he talks 
about Trotsky. Lola listens as though she's thinking about her 
next film assignment. 

Frida has seen everything. 

jlmbecil! she hisses at Diego, but he just smirks, then runs 
his tongue over his upper lip. 

Frida gropes her way to the other side of the gondola. She sits 
next to me and puts her arm around my shoulders. Then she 
takes my hand in hers and kisses it. I want to bury my head in 
her bosom like a little girl, but I caiit, so I bite my lip to keep from 



crying and pretend to listen to Jean chatter on about Trotsky. 

Diego is interested, because Trotsky is one of his heroes. He 
asks Jean questions about where Trotsky wiU stay once he gets 
to Mexico and offers the Casa Azul — Papa's house, Frida's 
house, my house — as a safe haven, should they actually find a 
way to smuggle him into the country. Suddenly I hate Diego, 
and I love Frida more than ever 

Ifs weO after dark by the time we're back in town. Diego and 
most of the others have slept in the car and now they want to 
go out dandng.

Though I do find 
RuPaul much more interesting in drag: When I see him 
dressed as a regular guy he's kind of dull and uninteresting. In 
drag, if s like something is illuminated. I don't know if thafs 
tapping into the real person or something thafs not real. 
This is real: You're playing Johnnie Cochran in the American 
Tragedy miniseries. Do you think he's a drag queen — I mean, 
a shyster? 

I think he's a helluva lawyer. What has he done shysterlike? 
You know, "If the glove dorft fit..." 
But it didn't fit!

Blood doesnit make a glove shrink like that. You will see in this 
miniseries why that glove didrft fit.

IN MY DEFENSE, let me first say this: I was simply trying to 
voice a humble opinion about the Patriots' defensive secondary. 

It was the night of the 1997 Super Bowl, and I was standing 
in Fritz, which is sort of like Bostorfs gay Cheers, except the 
bartenders are not nearly as cute as Sam Malone and nobody 
knows your name. My friend Jon and I were watching the New 
England Patriots struggle against the Green Bay Packers while 
all around me my fellow patrons chatted and swirled cos- 
mopolitans, counting the minutes to the halftime show. 

Then quarterback Brett Favre completed a long bomb to 
wide receiver Antonio Freeman, and I couldn't contain myself. 
"Where was the outside linebacker.'" I screamed at the TV. 
"Where was the rush? You call that a blitz.' He could have writ- 
ten a novel standing in the pocket!" 

The bar went quiet, and I looked into a sea of disbelieving 
eyes. They knew I was gay — I mean, I was drinking Zima, for 
chrissake. But the idea of actually enjoying football seemed 
imfathomable. "Darling!" one kerchiefed gentleman exclaimed 
dryly to his lover. "This one actually knows the lingo!" For the 
rest of the evening everyone watched me watching the game, 
as if I were some exotic anthropological discovery worthy of 
Margaret Mead. 

To these guys, the Super Bowl was an excuse to socialize — 
a tea dance with a scoreboard, where the joy hes in the witty 
commercials and the cheerleaders. (I can only imagine the 



pandemonium a couple of years later, when Cher sang the 
national anthem.) But to me, the Super Bowl is the ultimate 
sudden-death competition, a contest between the best of the 
best. I walked home muddled with questions. Was I some sort 
of gay freak? How was I ever going to find a boyfriend who 
shared an interest in sports? And what happened to the god- 
damned New England passing attack? 

In truth, there were no easy answers (which you'd know if 
you followed the Patriots). Thafs because, ever since I've come 
out, my interest in sports has invariably led my fellow homo- 
sexuals to assume that I was forced by bullying brothers to 
hide my Barbies and leam the infield fly rule. Not so. 

Now, like many gay boys, I couldrft play sports to save my 
life. But I grew up in perhaps the country's most zealous sports 
town, Philadelphia, in a house where there was a hockey net in 
the basement and my mother had an informed opinion on 
whom the Eagles should be starting at linebacker.

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill 

your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don't treat this leaflet as your only source 
of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking 
your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under a doctor's care viihen using SUSTIVA. 
You should not change or stop treatment without first tallting to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help tmat HIV, the vIhn tkat catises AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiemy mndnme). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drag callad a "non-nudeoside merse transcriptase 
inhibitor' (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other antl-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HiV medicines, SUSTIVA has 
been shown to reduce viral load and Increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of ifflffluneceil in 
blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA Is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People tailing SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated witli HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of 

your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to otiiers. Continue to practice 

safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 
by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be kiwer (see Can chHdraR take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at tlie same time each day. Vdu should take SUSTIVA at bedttme during the first 
few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dialness or trouble ooncenbating (see WM art 
the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk, or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meaisi 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA. take the missed dose right 
away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing 
schedule. H you need help in planning the best tbnes to take your medicine, ask your doctor 
or pharmacist 

• Take M exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 
Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is 
stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and tKcome 
harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, chiMreo who are able to swalkiw capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
In some children. Tell your child's doctor right away If yoa notice rash or any (rther side effects 
while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for cMdrwi may be lower than the dose 
for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child's doctor will 
determine the right dose based on your child^ weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss witii my doctor? 
Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had Hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

A small number of patients have had severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. 
Some patients have had thoughts of suicide and a few patients have actually committed suicide. 
These problems tend to occur more often in paMs with a histny of mental Illness. You should 
contact your doctor immediately if you think you are having these symptoms, so your doctor 
can decide whether you should continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or 
unusual dreams a taw hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less 



noticeable If you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken the 

medicine for a few weeks. If you have these side effects, such as dizziness, it does not mean that 
you will also have severe depression, strange thoughts or angry behavior. Tell your doctor 
promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility that 
these symptoms may be more severe If SUSTIVA Is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects Is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call 
your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, this 

is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 
Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a 
more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA.

M>men should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in 

animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You 
should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods ot birth control while taking 
SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, 
talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are 
breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I Mn aUwr RMdtelHt wHb SKimr 

SUSTIVA may chai^ the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may 
change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, rt is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about ail medicines you take. This includes those you 
buy over-ttK^ounter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines you 
use. Then he or she can decide Ute best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and lifft-threatening side effects when taken 
with Sl^A. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA**:

In reality, all your boyfriend can do is take the required 
steps, one at a time, and stay open to the possibility that it can all work out To 
assume that a situation is hopeless is not a great place to work from.
